Speculation Arises As To 
Hearing On F. I). R. 
Fourt Plan 


(By A uocH tert Freaa) 
WASHINGTON, April 12. — The 
Supreme Court gave the govern­ 
ment a major victory today by up- 
' holding 
constitutionality 
of 
the 
Wagner labor relations act as ap­ 
plied to all business engaged in 
Interstate commerce. 
Speculation was stirred Immedi­ 
ately as to whether the tribunal’* 
decisions In five cases would affect 
President Roosevelt's fight for re­ 
organizing the tribunal. 
(’ailed “Labor'a Magna Charta" 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, had 
described the Wagner act as “the 
magma charta of labor." 
(It guarantees collective bargain­ 
ing to workmen in negotiating with 
employers on wages, hours of work 
and other labor conditions.) 
Four of the Supreme Court’s de­ 
cisions, involving the Jones and 
Laughlin Steel corporation of Pitts­ 
burgh, the Fruehaul Trailer com­ 
pany of 
Detroit, 
the 
Friedman- 
Harry Marks Clothing compony, 
Inc., of Richmond, and The Associ­ 
ated Press, were five to four de­ 
cisions 
The court was unanimous in the 
Washington, Virginia and Maryland 
! Coach company case. 
i 
Justice Roberts, who has held 
I the balance of power in some five 
j to foul- decisions, delivered the 5 to 
4 opinion holding the Wagner act 
■ did not violate freedom of the 
I press and could be applied to The 
1 Associated Press. He also delivered 
I the 
unanimous 
decision 
in 
the 
coach compony case. 
Chief Justice Hughes, who wars 75 
years old yesterday, delivered the 
opinions in the other three cases. 
Sightseers I‘ack Chamber 
A large crowd of sightseers packed 
the Supreme Court chamber and 
( extended in a long line down a 
corridor as the epochal decisions 
w*re being read. Roberts, us usual, 
spoke from memory. 
The chief Justice read rapidly 
and vigorously, frequently looking 
up to glance about the chamber. 
"Employes," Hughes asserted in 
the Jones and Laughlin decision, 
"have ax clear a right to organize 
und .select tlielr representatives foi* 
lawful purposes us the respondent 
(steel corporation) has lo organize 
its business and select its own offi­ 
cers and agents.” 
"The government”, he continued, 
“aptly refers to the spt'l strike of 
1919-1920 with Its far-reaching con­ 
sequences. The fact that there ap­ 
pears to havp been no major dis­ 
turbance in that Industry in the 
more recent period did not dispose 
of the possibilities of future and 
like dangers to Interstate commerce 
which congress was entitled to fore­ 
see and to exercise Its protective 
power to forestall. 
‘It is not necessary again to de­ 
tail the facts as to 
respondent’s 
(Jones and Laughlin) 
enterprise. 
Instead of being beyond the pale, 
we think that It presents in a most 
striking way the close and Intimate 
relation which a manufacturing in­ 
dustry may have to interstate com­ 
merce and we haye no doubt that 
congress had constitutional author­ 
ity to safeguard the right

spondent's employes to self organi­ 
zation and freedom in the choice 
of representatives for collective bar 
gaining.”

Hershey work ers in Hershey , Pa., attracted attention 
however, because it was different. 
It was not the first time strik ers have been in 
d nger of phy sical opposition from an outside group, 
acting Independently of civil authority It did happen 
to be one of a few times that the danger materialized. 
Mob violence alway s is a possibility . 
In the Gen­ 
eral Motors strik e, there was acute danger that non- 
sy mpathizers would tak e 
things 
into 
their own 
hands and try to oust sitdown strik ers. Gov Murphy 
mobilized the national guard 
to 
forestall 
action 
against strik ers who. themselves, were violating law. 
The Incident at Hershey , in which farmers de­ 
pendent on tht* continuance of production lor sale 
of their milk ousted sitdowners, will encourage other 
non-sy mpathizers to consider 
the 
possibilities of 
direct action. 
Fortunately , there are not many situa­ 
tions in which the opposition is so well organized or 
strongly motivated. 
This is fortunate because in their present state 
of confusion it is doubtful if politicians would k now 
how, or feel able, to maintain civil authority in the 
face of opposing mobs. 
It is just one more reason 
why government should arrive quick ly at a labor 
policy consisting of something more than tacit con­ 
sent to whatever the group which claims the greatest 
voting strength decides to do. 
That, itself, is dan­ 
gerously clast* to mob rule.
